Reports from Paris, especially the comment of the 
correspondents, assumed a very decidedly brighter tone 
during the closing hours of last week. 
I here was a day or two last week when many cor­ 
respondents, especially T*rank IT. Sinionds, were writing 
decidedly gloomy reports and were making prophecies of 
certain calamity. 


I hose gloomy views forecasting a complete hreriking 
nj) of the peace Conference had scarcely been published 
when they were refuted by the 
premiers 
who 
stated 
that the delegates had been called upon to face tremendous 
pioblenis and had had difficulties in reaching an agree­ 
ment and that sometimes the arguments were rather heat­ 
ed hut that there was no serious break or discord. 
While we are impatient for the coming of the fin; 
treaty, yet we must not be unmindful of the enormity and 
the almost endless multiplicity of problems which the dele­ 
gates are called upon to solve. 
In fact the actual difficul­ 
ties are perhaps greater than we can imagine, 
'rile work 
calls for not only the highest and most unselfish states­ 
manship but for patience almost beyond human capacity 
Let’s keep on being patient. We know that the dele 
gates are doing all they can to conclude the work as speed 
fly as it is possible. 


The Middle Classes 


This old world of ours is nervous and irritable after 
the terrible agony of four long years of war. 
The people 
of all European nations are restless 
ami 
discontented, 
ready to accept, without deliberate consideration— w ith 
out counting the cost—almost any doctrine which offers 
change and excitement, 
ft’s difficult in the extreme after 
the fever of war to settle down again to the quiet of peace 
and take up again the burdens of every-day life which 
seems now dull and prosaic in compari on to thorn tinier 
of tense excitement and horror which are behind us now. 
This is a time when the great middle classy of the 
world who are the salvation of all government and society, 
must maintain a tight grip on themselves. 
It is the great 
middle classes who hold the salvation o f the race, the s a f e ­ 
ty of all government in their keeping. 
It is upon the c o m ­ 
mon people that the foundations of civilization are resting 
and they must not falter in the crisis. 
It was Abraham Lincoln who said: “God must have 
loved the common people, because he made so many of 
them.” 
\ 
Those common people have become the hope of tin* 
World. 
Their simple, direct judgment, their sense 
of 
justice and right, their intention to find the way o u t of tin- 
labyrinth of trouble which now surrounds us 
may 
he 
trusted—it must he trusted as our only hope of safely. 
I hose common people of America from whom Lincoln 
came and whom he loved so dearly and of whom (iod 
made so many, must not lose their bearings in the turmoil 
about us on every hand. 
They must avoid the extremes, 
avoiding alike the glittering promise's of unearned wealth 
and the violence of the irresponsible radical*. 
This is a time of war between two extremes of society. 
In Europe between the smug conservatives, who would 
still retain the scepter of control and be a "privileged class” 
and the fanatical masses who preach destruction of all 
wealth and the death of all the prosperous, thus is waging 
a warfare which asks no quarter and w ill give none. 
The middle classes must hold the 
balances 
steady, 
maintain the gauge to which the angry floods in Europe 
must, sooner or later come to the level of quiet. 
There is but one nation where the middle classes con 
trol—America. Morally and intellectually they have made 
their way to power, knowing wadi the dangers and the re­ 
sponsibilities of government. It is to them—these middle 
classes of America that the troubled world looks today. 
Around them the angry hoods must beat in vain.
